Rendevous, wicre the Huft; lye till all day, expccting ri.cir 
ſtroliag-mortes ; But it they find tiat they cannot maintain 
ricm very well, rey make haſt vp to the City, W! ETC THEY 
know they ſhall be beirer maintained by the Nz2ht-walker.
